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him, and none could unearth the mystery of his life, seclusion 
and death. He had died peacefully, aa It seemed, in 'hla little 
cot, and no paper or letter could be found revealing from whence 
be came—nor could it be more than surmised whether he was a 
criminal escaped from justice, or some poor misanthrope,who had 
wandered thence to die, forlorn and friendless. 

“This much only was known: he had gtveu bis name as Wilson, 
and the little rugged tale where he had lived and died was accord¬ 
ingly called Wilson’s Island, a title by which It Is still known. 
Previous to bis death It was, I believe, called Hermit Island, and 
Is, If I mistake not, so laid down upon the early maps of this 
region. 

“ Such Is the history, or rather the mystery, of Wilson’s Island. 
A sad tale, but one from which we may gather food for medita¬ 
tion.

“ ‘ Perhaps In this neglected spot is laid 

Some heart once pregnant with celestial fire— 

Hand that the rod of empire might have swayed, 

Or waked to ccstacy the living lyre. 


Ing about the Island, examining exery accessible spot for the 
treasure he prized while living. By others, that the most ap¬ 
palling noises may be beard, and lights seen moving to and fro, 
around the old cabin he occupied. 

“ I was Informed by the * ancient mariner " who favored me 
with the principal details, that he had often when belated, In 
passing the Island, beheld the wraith of the hermit Wilson, 
spade In hand, digging Industriously for the gold he Is supposed to 
have burled there. He also believed that It was by a sort of 
witchcraft, or some supernatural gift that the hermit gathered 
his golden harvest, and that as a penance his spirit was doomed 
to delve through all eternity for the precious metal. 

“ There are numerous other theories as absurd and whimsical 
as this, which are current among the simple minded half-breeds 
and fishermen, but this will Berve as an example of the blind 
fanaticism which prevails, to a more or less extent, among cer¬ 
tain classes, the world over." 

“Speaking of superstition," said Fowler, “ reminds me that 
the' Indians of this reglou have many traditions and legends con¬ 
nected with the past ages, and the early history of the Apostle 
Islands. Several of these are really beautiful In sentiment, and 
convey a far different Idea of the real poetry of the savage mind 
than might be otherwise obtained." 

“I have often thought of that myself, when reading Long¬ 
fellow’s beautiful ‘ Song of Hiawatha,' which refers, as you are 
all aware, to the OJIbwas of the Lake Superior region. There

“ It Is a strange, sad history, In truth, and the mystery which 
enshrouds the whole must lend a sort of halt melancholy, half 
romantic.

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Natural History of the Lobster. 


Of ill the crustacean*, lobster* are the mo»t Important ind the 
mint lu demand. Wbo doe* not like tbe fle*h of the lobster! 
Even tbe child know* the nursery riddle, “ Black In the kitchen, 
red on the table." When alive, Its general color Is a bluish- 
black, beautifully variegated with paler spot* and clouds. With¬ 
out any warmth In their bodies, and even without red blood cir¬ 
culated through their veins, they are woudertully voracious. 
They even devour each other, and may be said to eat themselves, 
for changing their shell and stomach every year, these remains 
are generally the first morsel to gluttbelr new system. They are 
always In harness, heavily armed to the -teeth; seven jointed Is 
the cunningly forged mall of their back. Beneath this protect¬ 
ing roof move eight sprawling feet, four on each side, pushing 
forward the unwleldly war engine, like the Roman legion uuder 
tbe shelter of tbe battering ram. The two great claws of tbe 
lobster form Its Instruments of provision and weapons of defense, 
and by opeuing like a pair of scissors they have great strength, 
and take a firm bold. Between the two claws lies the aulmal’s 
head, very small, with two eyes like two black, horny specks on 
each side, which are projectile or retractile at will. The mouth, 
like that of insects, opens lengthwise of the body, not crosswise, 
as with men and the higher races of animals. It has two teeth 
for the mastication of Its food, but three more In the stomach. 
Before the pointed nose the long, wire-like feeders or horns are 
stretched out, that seem to aid the dimness of Its sight. The 
tall, a six-jointed Instrument, 1 b the great locomotive by which It 
Is raised and propelled through the water. Beneath this we see 
lodged the spawn In great abundance. When the young lobster 
leaves Its parent It seeks refuge In small clefts of the rocks or 
crevices at tbe bottom of the sea, where It passes the earliest 
days of Its existence In a vagabond state, for a period of from 
thirty to forty days. During this time It undergoes four differ¬ 
ent changes of the shell, but on tbe fourth it loses Its natatory 
organs, and Is, therefore, no longer able to swim ou the surface 
of the water, but falls to the bottom, lying torpid and motion¬ 
less, where It remains for the future; according, however, to its 
Increase In size It gains courage to approach the shore, which it 
had left at Its birth. The number of enemies which assail the 
young embryos In the deep seals enormous. Thousands of all kluds 
of fisti.mollusks and Crustacea are pursuit g It continually todestroy 
It. The very changing of the shell causes great ravages at these 
periods, as the young lobsters have to undergo a crisis which ap¬ 
pears to be a necessary condition to their rapid growth. In fact, 
every young lobster loses and remakes its crusty shell from eight 
to ten times the first year, five to seven the second, three to four 
the third and from two to three the fourth year, After the fifth 
year tbe change 1 b only annual. For some days before the change 
the animal loses Its usual strength and vigor, lying torpid and 
motionless; and just before casting Its shell, striking its claws 
against each other, every limb seems to tremble. Then the body 
swells Iff an unusual manner, and the shell begins to divide—It 
seems turned inside out, the stomach coming away with Its 
shell. In like manner the claws are disengaged, the lobster cast¬ 
ing them off much as a person would kick off a boot too 
big for him. For several hours It now continues enfeebled and 
motionless, but In two days the skin becomes hardened, and with¬ 
in forty-eight hours the shell Is perfectly formed and hard, like 
the one cast off. Below In his native element the lobster reaches 
the age of twenty years, and loses a foot or claw without feeling 
the loss, for he well knows It will grow again. When suddenly 
alarmed by a peal of thunder or the report of a cannon, It shoots 
its claws Immediately. No part of the lobster Is pofhouous. 
The so-called “lady" Is simply the cartilaginous stomach, and 
would not be good eating because it Is tough. The delicious 
‘ tom-ally” is the liver,while the Impregnated eggs form the “coral' 1 
and are considered a delicacy. So extensive has been the catch 
of lobsters In recent years that the American coast Is said to be 
almost depopulated of these valuable Crustacea, and at the pres¬ 
ent rate of consumption the supply cannot last very many years. 
The average weight of those cafight now Is only from three to 
live pounds, whereas ten years ago It was not unusual to catch 
them weighing from ten to twenty pounds each. Thousands are 
caught weighing little more than a pound apiece. There should 
be a law forbidding the taking of lobsters under a certain size. 
They propagate rapidly, aud our diminished supply would be re¬ 
plenished If the necessary steps were taken to protect them. 
The lobster fisheries along the coast of Sweden and Norway are 
well regulated, and no one is permitted to catch them between 
•luly 15 aud October 15.

Objects from all parts of the world referring to sea and Inland 
fisheries, and more particularly aquatic animals of all kinds, alive 
or stuffed, preserved In alcohol or represented In pictures; pro¬ 
duct* of aquatic animals; fishing gear of every kind, or model* 
thereof ; fishing craft of all nations In models or representations; 
fishing tackle and netting In different stages of preparation; 
machinery and Implements used for working up the raw material, 
ptscicullural apparatus of all kinds lodudtng Incubators, models 
or drawing* of well-known fish-breeding establishments, and con¬ 
trivance* for protecting or Improving the breeds of aquatic ani¬ 
mals. Aquaria, appliance* In use for keeping and conveying 
freshly-caught aquatic animals; and tor tbe preparation and 
preservation of th* produce of fiaherle*. Models of fishermen’s 


dwellings and costumes; matters and objects referring to the 
scientific Investigation of different waters In connection with tbe 
fish Inhabiting them; objects and works referring to tbe history 
of fishing; the literature of fishing and fish-culture, and statistics 
of fisheries; also maps showing the geographical distribution of 
fish. 

The conditions named In the prospectus are very favorable to 
exhibitors. The committee of tbe fishery society will defray all 
expenses connected with tbe general management and Internal 
arrangement of the exhibition; also the expense of carriage from 
tbe Berlin termini to the building of tbe exhibition. At the close 
of tbe latter the objects will be returned to the exhibitors free of 
charge; and when they are of a specially Interesting or Important 
nature, the committee Is not disinclined to defray the cost of 
transport to as well as from the exhibition. Exhibitors laying 
claim to have the carriage back thus paid should apply to the 
committee.

Communication* received from all parts of the world testify 
to the warm Interest taken lu the exhibition In foreign and par¬ 
ticularly in transatlantic countries; and the applications for space 
from abroad are such as to justify the belief that the exhibition 
will be of a truly International character. In most Instances, the 
governments of the different foreign countries have promised to 
give tbe enterprise their hearty support. 

Illustrative of tbe fisheries of all quarters of the globe, It Is 
hoped the exhibition will be the means of stimulating Inquiry and 
Introducing Improvements In the various departments represented; 
and more especially that It will tend to increase the Interest taken 
in tbe preservation and replenishment (by a rational system of 
pisciculture, etc.) of waters suitable for fish. 

As far as lies In the committee's power, these objects will be 
kept steadily in view; and In furtherance of its efforts In the 
direction Indicated, it counts with confidence on the cordial co¬ 
operation of friends abroad. 

Applications to exhibit objects should be forwarded to the ad¬ 
dress given before the first of January,' 1880.

The name of our association Indicates that its transactions 
refer solely to the Increase of food fishes, and heretofore the 
papers and discussions have been confined almost exclusively to 
that department of science; but I have assumed that Information 
concerning the most destructive of marine animals, and practical 
appliances for preventing its ravages, would certainly be within 
our province. As the boundaries of our field of observation and 
Inquiry must rapidly enlarge, permit me to suggest that a change 
be made In the designation of tbe association. Would not “The 
American Fishery Society” be far more expressive and Inclusive 1 
This would correspond to tbe title of the greatest of the Euro¬ 
pean associations, “The Deutscher Flsberei Vereln'' of Germany. 

I deem it of equal Importance to Instruct our fellow-citizens 
concerning the vast losses incurred by the unceasing ravages of 
the destructive denizens of fresh and salt water, as to enlighten 
them upon tbe subject of the best modes of propagating trout, 
bass, shad, and salmon, or restoring depleted public and private 
waters. Wo have all been deeply interested in the graphic re¬ 
marks of our friend, Mr. McGovern, coucernlngthat terrible free¬ 
booter of tbe trout ponds, who lies in wait for the unsuspecting 
salmon, pounces upon him with the speed of an arrow and with 
the cruelty of a shark, soon returning for other victims. 

It Is true the teredo does not attack our food fishes. It con- 
flues Its assaults to the boats, vessels, and docks of the fishermen, 
to the bridges, wharves, and piers of our harbors, and to the ship¬ 
ping that is engaged In domestic or foreign trade. Its habitat Is 
from Newfoundland to the River Plata on the Atlantic, and from 
the Straits of Magellan to Alaska on the Pacific. It Is also found 
In tbe salt waters of nearly every quarter of the globe. It Is 
most destructive In warm climates A low temperature of the 
water destroys them. In view of the five thousand miles of our 
eastern and western oceun front, our numerous harbors, the mil¬ 
lions of dollars Invested aunually in the construction of docks 
utid bridges, this question Is oue of vast Importance to our 
country. 

The teredo Is developed very rapidly from an egg. In four 
days Its hard, shelly head Is In condition to begin Its action upon 
wood. Aided by the current It comes In contact either with the 
planking of a Bhlp, the piling of a bridge or pier, and attaching 
Itself by the use of Its sucker-like tongue, It speedily makes a 
minute opening by tbe aid of Its hard, shelly, combined auger, 
file, and gouge. The best Invention of the kind was patented a 
short time since—a Massachusetts mechanic copying exactly the 
tool of the teredo. 

They enter the wood perpendicular to the surface, and they 
usually turn and follow the fibre upward. They grow rapidly, 
and their galleries Increase in diameter. As they progress they 
deposit a white calcareous coating on tbe Interior. The sawdust 
eutera the abdominal cavity, and Is ejected by one of tbe two 
siphons that remain extended from tbe opeuing in the wood. 
Some naturalists have stated that the teredo feeds upon the wood. 
Tbe best authorities claim, snd undoubtedly with truth, that they 
enter tbe wood simply to create a home, but procure their food 
from the water, using the second of the two siphons. 

lu the Gulf of Mexico they grow to the length of a foot In 
one year. Their galleries are then about one-fifth of au Inch In 
diameter. They rigidly respect each other's rights of occupancy. 
They never cut Into each other’s openings. They have the power 
of retraction to the extent of an Inch. When they approach 
wtthln the thickness of a sheet of paper to a fellow travel- 
er’s path, they withdraw, and go around him or start In another 
direction. So thoroughly do they excavate tbe Interior of massive 
timber, that the plies break off by their own weight. Durlug 
the year 1875, twenty-one heavy oaken piles, driven on the outer 
end of one of the new coal docks, of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad Co., Hoboken, N. J., were attacked by tbe 
teredo. In six months they were actually eaten completely off 
at a point about ten feet below moan low water. I have a sec¬ 


tion of one of these piles given me by the foreman of tbe dock- 
builders wbo constructed It. 

Tbe teredo requires clear, pure salt water. They are never 
found In timber situated near tbe outlets of sewers or gas-works. 
Fresh, or even brackish, water kills them. Hence the number of 
uncoppered steamers, sailing vessels and barges that are seen In 
the summer time moored at Rondout and other points on the 
Hudson river, sent there to Insure the destruction of tbe marine 
worms that have lodged In their planking. 

The teredo cannot exist except In his woody chamber. With¬ 
drawn from tt he dies In twenty-four hours. It will live for several 
days In wood well moistened with salt water. Au Interesting 
experiment Is to obtain a section of wood containing the teredos, 
separate It so that the gallery of oue or more Is exposed, place It 
In an aquarium, and Its remarkable action can be plainly ob¬ 
served. 

In addition to the shelly head the teredo Is provided with an 
Ingenious appendage at tbe other end. Should sediment, a bar¬ 
nacle, an oyster, or other disagreeable neighbor attempt to close 
up Its minute orifice, two small, shelly attachments, resembling a 
half-round wood-file, are protruded from the opening, and tbe 
Intruder kept away, while the entrance is slightly cut and 
cleansed by these files. 

In Aspinwall harbor, the Eastlndles, anda few other places, the 
teredo grows to the length of four feet, and over an Inch In 
diameter. I have In my possession a section of a mahogany log 
from the former port, filled with perforations seven-eighths of 
an Inch In diameter. In the Museum of Natural History, 
Boston, I have seen the hard, calcareous c.isc-llnlng of tbe 
teredo, from the East Indies, over one and one-eighth Inches In 
diameter. Its occupants must have been four feet In length. 

The wonderful boring apparatus of a mature teredo contains 
20,500 cutting surfaces, forming Its Ingenious die. Its sound Is 
frequently detected by seamen while lying In their bunks. A 
sea-captain Informed me that during a recent voyage he was 
caused much anxiety by tbe presence of the (credo In his ship’s 
timbers. He could plainly hear them boring through the wood 
as he lay In his berth at night. Undoubtedly many a fine vessel, 
never heard from, met her fate through the persistency of these 
■‘wreckers.” 

I have brought here many Interesting specimens Illustrating 
the ravages of this animal. In these glass tubes are several te¬ 
redos from twelve to twenty-two Inches In length, aud from one 
to two years of age. They were obtained by my friend, J. W. 
Putnam, Esq., superintendent of the Wood Creosoting Works of 
the New Orleans Ac Mobile Railroad Company, at Pascagoula, 
Miss. Here are specimens of yellow pine, spruce, white pine, and 
mahogany, obtained respectively from the Gulf of Mexico; San 
Francisco; Wilmington, N. C.; Norfolk, Va.; New York, at the 
battery ; Delaware, Lackawanna At Western Railroads Co.’s docks, 
Hoboken; New Haven; Provincetown, Massachusetts; and Aspin¬ 
wall. 

You will notice several sections that are only partially eaten. 
The teredo plaluly avoided the dark, stained portion. This lat¬ 
ter part was saturated with the creosote oil of coal-tar. This 
substance has been found to be an entire protection ugalnst the 
ravages of the teredo. Please notice that the two specimens of 
yellow pine are crcosotcd, the other not. They were sent by my 
friend, E. R. Andrews, Esq ,of Boston, to Captain Truxton, com¬ 
mandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard, June 1st, 1878, and exposed 
live months in the harbor. The uncreosoted specimens are ex¬ 
tensively perforated; the creosoted section are untouched. Pil¬ 
ing and timber are placed in a large iron cylinder, one hundred 
feet long aud six feet In diameter. Steam beat at two hundred and 
forty degrees vaporizes all the sap, which passes off through pipes. 
The oil Is passed In, and powerful force pumps press the oil to 
the center of tbe heaviest timber. Ten pounds of oil to the cubic 
foot ts sufficient to protect it for many years from not only the 
teredo under water, but also decay above water. Extensive 
docks and piers In Great Britain, France, Belgium, and Holland 
have been thus preserved for over thirty years In waters where 
the teredo would otherwise have destroyed them In from two to 
four years. It is only seven years since creosoted timber was 
first used In the sea In this country. All that has been done here 
Is still perfectly sound, and will undoubtedly equal the life of 
creosoted structures In Europe. The average life of uncreosoted 
docks and bridges Is but seven years. 

Extensive works for creosoting have been erected at Ellzabeth- 
port, N. J., Boston, Mass., and Pascagoula, Miss. Others are In 
contemplation. 

I sincerely trust that the result of this presentation of facts, which 
are undoubtedly new to most of our fellow citizens, will serve to 
hasten the time when our commercial marine, as well as our har¬ 
bor improvements, may be thoroughly armed against both tbe te¬ 
redo ambdecay. 

Hood News front Ihc Shad Planted in Tennessee. 

House or Representatives, I 
Washington, D. C., May 23, 1879, j 
Professor Spenokr F. Baird— Dear Sir: — Thinking proba¬ 
bly the enclosed extract, from one of our East Tennessee papers, 
might be of interest to you, I take the liberty of sending It.

“ Some four years ago tbe United States Fish Commission 
planted 80,000 young shad In the Holston river above Knoxville. 
The theory was that these little fellows would follow the stream 
to salt water In the Gulf of Mexico aud grow up to full sized 
fish, when they would return to the clear waters of the Holston 
to deposit their eggs, and In this way our river would be sup¬ 
plied with shad. It seems that those engaged In this business 
were not mistaken; tbe regular salt-water shad are here, and have 
been caught from the Holston river this Spring. The only trap 
we kuow of left In good order from the effects of the Ice gorge 
of last Winter, Is the one belonging to Mr. Mellndy, five miles 
west of Rogersvllle. Last week a number of fish were cap¬ 
tured by him which were strangers to river men. Nothing of 
the kind bad ever been seen before as coming from these waters. 
Tbe fish were brought to town and disposed of. They are pro¬ 
nounced as undoubtedly salt-water shad. If this Is so, the ques¬ 
tion Is settled and In a few years the Holston will be lined with 
millions of this excellent fish.”

“ This' association takes the place of the 1 Central IN, J ) Game 
and Fish Protective Society,’ which has been In existence over a 
vear and which was formally dissolved ou the above occasion, 
aud new articles of association filed with tho Secretary of State at 
Trenton under the first-mentioned title. It was thought advisable 
for several reasons to change the naino of the association, and 
the society which was before In a flourishing condition, has re¬ 
ceived a fresh impetus bv so doing, which Insures a Urge mem¬ 
bership before the close of the year. These game and fish pro¬ 
tective associates sre springing up all over the state, and ma- 
terlallv aid the fish commissioners In their labors of stocking the 
rivers and streams with food and game fishes, by protecting the 
fish In close seasons, and by prosecuting any Infringement of the 
game laws The hcadquartere of the New Jersey Game and Flsb 
Protective Society Is at Plainfield, where all communications 
should be addressed. The initiation fee Is two dollars. Accord¬ 
ing to the provisions of a law under which the society is organized, 
every member Is empowered to make arrest of any person caught 
violating the game or fish laws and take him or them before the 
nearest magistrate for a hearing. The penalty Is heavy.

Another ^ 
theory Is that nothtug new has been added to the water, of a , 
poisonous nature, but that there are certain poisonous qualities e 
In the river, received from these vsrious works, which are e»- < 
peclally deadly at the spawning season, while still another Is ( 
tbst the sewage of Newark and Paterson cause the mortality.

Lake Tauob.— Lake Tahoe Is a great fresh water body, twelve 
miles south of Tfuekee. It lies In two states, California and 
Nevada; three quarters tn California and the remainder tn Nevada. 
Tahoe Is an Indian name, meaning big water or deep water. 
Here at au elevation of a mile and a quarter above the ocean, 
sheltered lo Its rock-bound basin, rests this Inland sea, twenty- 
five mtles long and ten wide. Its blue waters are encircled by 
hills mosalced with trees of evergreen and patches of pure white 
snow. Pebbles may be counted, and trout may be seen sporting 
at a depth of eighty feet, so clear and smooth Is the water. It 
changes color according to the depth, from a beautiful pea green 
at the shore to an Indigo blue. 

It has been sounded to a depth of 8,000 feet, and Is so cold, 
oven In summer, that the water, when taken from below the sur¬ 
face Is near to the freezing point, although It never freezes In 
the coldest weather. Fish abound In the waters near the shore, 
among which are four varieties of trout. The silver trout la con¬ 
sidered tho finest, and Is always taken In deep water, sometimes 
weighing thirty-two pounds. 

On account of the variety of the atmosphere, the waters are 
not very buoyant, objocta sinking like lead. Nothing ever floats 
on tho surface. Great logs which have escaped from tho hands 
of the loggers, soon sink and are seen no more. At times the 
lake Is calm and peaceful aa a smiling babe, again It Is In a mo¬ 
ment lsehed to fury and beaten to foam by the winds that spring 
up In the canons and sweep across Its waters. Bnt look at the 
lake when and where you will, It la a scene of beautiful grandeur 
which i«n and pencil have atrlven In vain to portray. You must 
see it to he satisfied.— Corrupondme* rhUadelphla /’rasa.

All we know Is 
at there was sufficient Information about what were termed 
orough bred horses to compile the first volume of the Stud 
Dot In 1827, and that previous to that date there had been a

I be¬ 
lieve'it concerned a great many people three or four years back 
n toss Laverack setters with other strains, but I have never been 
mite that way of thinking, although 1 acknowledge I have seen 
difficulties In my sincere wish that they should be kept pure. 
These difficulties of late I have seen subsiding. First, because 
the last batch of Inbred ones were as good as their ancestors; 

1 . secondly, because I have seen an Increased number of people 
breeding Laveracks. The consequence of this latter fact must 
be to Increase the sources for blood, and IX It does happen, which 
I think It will, that twenty or thirty kennels will crop up, of 
which some are firmly established now, and some will creep to 
the front from small beginnings, there will be a chance In ten 
vears to breed this beautiful and Intelligent race of dogs exactly 
,fter ,s<u<i Book rules, or on Mr. Parry's system. It is to 
this object that I have written for some time past, and I am 
ereatly gratified to find that I am getting followers tn all my 
views from the roost Important quarters. I have - had a recent 
communication from perhaps the most succesuful breeder, after 
old Laverack himself, as the gentleman I allude to bat bred two 
champion Birmingham winners In the dog class with pure Un-cr¬ 
acks, which no other person has done, and, like others, be felt a 
difficulty about In-breedlngthcse Laveracks, but. to quote a casual 
remark In his letter, he says, “ I quite agree with you, and shall 
In future ouly breed the pure ones, ss the lot just come In from 
walk I have been admiring all the morning, and they most be 
shout the best I have bred.” Again, within the last ten days, 1 
have had a letter from America, from a gentleman who gained 
golden opinions when he visited Englaud two years ago, by his 
kind bearing, and the Interest he manifested In the cause of dogs. 

I had the pleusure of making the aequalulauce of this gentleman, 
and we have occasionally corresponded. In his last letter he 
mentions a pure Laverack bitch,who may he recollected as a win¬ 
ner at Birmingham, and he says wc put her last year to Pride of 
the Border, and ahe had such a beautiful litter, that now we are 
rendlug her to Uarlowltz, so exactly according with your vIcwb 
and our own that the Laveracks must bo bred pure. In fact, pre¬ 
vious to the present date the sportsmen of America bave shown 
signs of breeding back to the Laverack, for In the back files of 
the Cuicaoo Field 1 see lu the account of the Nashville trials, 
that the stake for puppies over eighteen months old was won by 
one seven-eights Laverack, In Mr. J. H. Dew’s Pearl of Maury, 
combining the blood of Mr. T. Pilklngton’s Dash through Carlo- 
wltx, Mr. Llewelllu’s Prince, through her grandam, True, Pride of 
the Border, through her dam, Daisy Dean, and Fred II., through 
Ruby, with tbe outside blood touching twice to Rlnebe, through 
the last-mentioned Ruby, aud Dora, tbe dam of True. Is not this 
exactly representing the combinations I have been advising with 
the Laverack strains, and it will be seen that Dash and Moll are 
actually represented In It three times, and Dash himself four 
times. I tblnk our American cousins bave been beating us In tbe 
science of breeding, but I feel sure a reaction has now taken 
place, and that people will breed the pure Laverack on the linos 
I have indicated, as it is a marked fact that the top plnqpcles of 
setter honors at our shows have not been wrested from our pure 
ones, as Mr. Fletcher’s Rock, by old Blue Dash, wins wherever he 
Is shown, and the best judges declare that no dog of the day can 
possibly deprive him of his champion honors so long as bo keeps 
fresh, whilst there Is nothing In the way of outside setter bitches 
within a street of Mr. Llcwellin’s pure Laveracks, Phantom, Puz 
xle, and Princess, who must win wherever they arc shown. To 
turn to tbe sires I mentioned in my fourth list, I find that the 
first on It Is Mr. Bayly’s Victor, a very grand lemon and white 
dog, and one fit the only three Dash and Moll dogs in the world, 
the last trio being Victor, Mr. Llewellln’s Prince, and Mr. Pilk¬ 
lngton’s 8cott. I thought Victor one of the most beautiful dogs 
I bad ever seen, when he won at Nottingham, aud certainly If 
the setter-breeding public appreciate as they Bhould do thU Dash 
and Moll strain, Just to get iU they should breed to Victor so 
long as he Is available, aud I bave lately heard tbat he 
Is remarkably fresh and well. Mr. T. Bowers' Bandit Is 
also a remaining link of a rare strain, for he is the only 
brother In England of Blue Prince, who died last year. We all 
know what Blue Prince did at the stud, and if a young Bandit 
comes out a filer at tbe trials, there will be a rush to get at the 
blood again, as there was upon Blue Prince when the old fellow 
was nearly worn out. Bandit Is now fresh and vigorous, as he 
hns never been used like his famous brother, so his blood should 
be obtained at the present moment, as Laverack stratus are not 
to# plentiful to be missed. Mr. Bowers has also two well-bred 
young dogs in Dash V. and Duke IX., by Lort’s Jock out of 
Blue Bello II., by Bandit out of Blue Belle I., by Old Blue 
Dash, and as this gentleman has several good bitches, be 
Is one of the many who can breed the best of pure ones 
without any difficulty. I now come to Rock, the champion dog 
of England, bred by Mr. T. Pilklngtou, by Old Blue Dash out of 
Mil, by Laverack’s Rock out of Belle, Rock by Ned. Rock, the 
champion under consideration, has had an almost unbroken line 
of succession, and on a big day at a show there Is always a 
crowd round his pen, and also the ones containing Mr. Llewcl- 
lln's champion bitches. Benjamin Hallam, the breaker of Ranger, 
also assures me that if he bad been allowed to continue the 
breaking of Rock, be could have made him a capital dog In the 
field, as tn the short time, Just a fortnight, that he had him In 
• hand, he took to work from the first, stood In grand form, and 
showed more nose than any dog he had ever seen. As It was, his 
education was Interrupted by the requirements of his presence 
for the show bench, and I fear his stud career haff been checked 
In a very similar way, for being ever In preparation for showing, 
he has not been half so much bred from as he ought to bave 
been. He got Dash, who won at Alexandra Palace In 1875, out 
of Llllywhlte, a Fred II. and Wlthcrfngton bitch, and I believe 
the only chance he has had to be Inbred to a Dash and Moll, has 
been to Rum, and she had eight puppies to him, of which four 
dogs were bigger than himself, possessing plenty of bone, and 
with a great share, too, of bis quality, whilst two of the four, 
nsmely, Rogue and Ralph (the latter Is now dead), took to 
hunting quite naturally, and had loads of grouse killed over 
them by the time they were sixteen mouths old. This litter was 
bred by Mr. Daintry Hollins, whose father, Colonel Hollins Is 
really the oldest living authority about tbe Laverack brefid, and 
I had the good fortune to bave a conversation with Colonel Hol¬ 
lins less than three months ago, when my mind was quite set at 
rest about certain peculiarities said to belong to the Laveracks. 
For Instance, to my question he told me tbat In his experience of 
forty years with the aort he had not found them difficult for his 
keepers to break, or worse than others to rear. They were al¬ 
ways noted for their high courage, but were very Intelligent, 
and he had alwaya held them In high appreciation for their hardl- 
ncM and endurance In tbe field. This qnlte corroborated what 
old Mr. Laverark told me, and what he says In his book, and I 
must say what I have myself seen of the breed hat been quite 
In accordance with tbe assertions from an unquestion¬ 
able and unbiased authority, for Col. Hollins has not thought 


anything about the sbowa or field trials at all, but baa bad the faced individual with eye-glasses ,—so full of tbe ex-Rebel owner of

[■rounds stated. The failure of this bill is a source of great sat¬ 
isfaction to moat sportsmen.”

Deer Hunting on Klfle River. 


Eaton Rapids, Mich. 

Editor Chicago Field:— It may be rather late for a law-abid¬ 
ing sportsman to send an account of a deer hunt. If he stands 
In awe of critics, it might be as well not to tend it. Your paper 
of December 14 contains a severe censure from the pen of Red 
Deer upon a party of buuters who killed sixty-nine deer. As he 
did not make known the correct number for a party to kill, we 
also may come under the ban of his displeasure. If he will sup¬ 
ply that omission we will try to kill just the right number next 
season. 

lie says: “ ’Tls not the numbers killed or taken that gives en¬ 
joyment to a true sportsman, but rather the grandeur of moun- 
tain streams, the commune with nature among the whispering 
pines, the soul-inspiring music of the bounds on frosty morning 
sir, the evening-camp fire, etc., all of which to sportsmen are the 
means that make the real enjoyment." 

We grant the truth of this, but would ask Red Deer one ques- 
tion, Does he stand and “ commune with nature," allowing a 
deer to pass beyond the range of his rifle unmolestedl Possibly, 
quoting this appropriate couplet from Bayard Taylor: 

‘•Ah, 'tls the whispering pine that calls mo; 

Tin* vine whose shadow strays.” 

We venture to answer our own question in the negative, be¬ 
lieving that Red Deer would be as little likely to throw away the 
chance ot a good shot as any other sportsman. 

About the 20th of October our party started for the hunting 
grounds on the Rifle River, In Ogemaw county. 

We took a good hound for each man and one or two to spare 
In case of accident; two or three good bear traps with which to 
correct the false Impressions of any stray bruin who might fall 
Into the error of thinking that our venison was his meat; and a 
doteti or two small trapa for mink, marten, and 'coon. The trap- 
Pcrs In the party could not feel easy where fur Is to be taken un¬ 
less we were catching our share of It. 

There were five of us, all old hunters and well acquainted 
*t ( h that section. Ed. B.— sported a buckskin suit, and from 
that tact was christened the " Rocky Mountain Hunter," by 
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some of our neighbors In the woods. A very appropriate name, 
as he had hunted several years In the “ Rockys." He has 
hunted, trapped and fished for more than thirty years, having 
spent at least two-thirds of that period In the woods, and be Is 
consequently familiar with all the habits of fur, fin aud feather. 

He carried a forty-four caliber Remington rifle, which in hts 
hands has sounded the death warrant of much large game from 
grizzly bear to antelope. 

Wm. 8.— or the “ Old Man," acquired this nickname, not from 
bis many years, but from his venerable appearance. He too has 
had many years’ experience aa a killer of deer, and carried a 
double-barreled rifle, which is unerringly accurate In bis hands. 

Lace D.— the genial gunsmith of our place, Is well posted In 
hunting. He had a finely finished rifle and shot gun of his own 
make, and he can use a gun aa well ns he can make It. 

Henry H.—, called by Ids friends "Hank,” is a giant Id stature 
and a Sampson In strength. He too is a good shot and always 
ready to do any necessary work. He bad a rifle and shot gun of 
Lace's make, and the writers weapon was similar. 

We left the railway at West Branch, the county seat of Oge¬ 
maw. Inquiring among our acquaintance there, developed the 
fact that the country was filled with hunters, and we feared our 
shanty might have been pre-empted by some other party. The 
first thing In order, therefore, was a scouting expedition. We 
were nine miles by sections and thirteen by “ tote " road from 
the dam on the main Rifle, where the desired 6hanty was. Packs 
of bedding and provisions for several days were made. Each man 
disposed of bis pack In what seemed to him the most convenient 
form for “toting," aud after loading guns we started. 

The fall ralnB had been falling (so the settlers said) almost 
without intermission for weeks, and they described the roads as 
fearful, and we found them so for the first mile or two. Climb¬ 
ing through bush, over logs and wind-fall and wading through 
mud and water severely tried the temper of all. 

We sood left the mud behind us and came to a section through 
which a fearful tornado had recently swept. We saw abundant 
proof of Its power In the multitude of fallen trees twisted from 
their stems, leaving shivered stumps only standing. Its effects 
had so changed the appearance of this part of the route that 
those of us most familiar with the country would have failed to 
recognize It In its present condition. 

But we soon left the track of the tornado behind us aud passed 
the dam on the west branch of the Rifle. Signs of deer began to 
be frequent, tracks crossed and recrossed the road. Ruffed 
grouse whirred out of the clumps of bushes by the roadside vary¬ 
ing the tedium of the way. 

As it grew late in the day we tramped on with renewed vigor, 
for if we did not reach the dam on the main river before dark we 
must lie out all night. 

We stopped a few minutes at a clear little spring by the road¬ 
side (one of many) to try its water and All pipes. Then we re¬ 
sumed the march, passing through a strip of noble “Norways" 
about a mile in width. On all sides, far as the eye could reach, 
the ground was covered with the dark foliage of the wlntergrcen, 
spangled with Innumerable scarlet berries of unusual size. 

We emerged upon the plain, so common to this country, and 
pushed on, knowing that about three miles more of travel would 
finish the tramp for that day. These were soon passed and just 
as the sun was setting we left the road, descended to the river 
and found our shanty unoccupied and ourselves masters of the 
situation we coveted for our hunting operations. The shanty 
was long aud narrow, its proportions somewhat like the Irish¬ 
man’s church, “a mile loug aud a fut wide," but wc were not 
Inclined to be very critical of Its architecture, being too thankful 
for a ready-made shelter, though only of rough plDe boards. 

Two days were spent reconnolterlng the neighborhood, and 
the unwelcome fact was developed that deer were less numerous 
here than last season. That the oaks had borne no acorns, and 
where the plains last year were crowded with tracks there was 
now hardly a sign of them, but we knew our ground too well to 
leave it for any untried territory. 

Wc took three days more to caulk, bank, and batten our shanty 
and team In our stores. Then we were ready for business. 

We were to do all our own cooking, and we had a stove for 
that purpose, ns well as to keep the shanty warm. 

The "Old Man" and “Hank” were the hewers of wood and 
drawers of water. Ed, Lace and the writer were cooks, chamber¬ 
maids and scullions. The bill of fare was a tolerable one for a 
hunter's camp, substantiate mainly, salt pork, venison, wheat 
and corn bread, coffee, tea, potatoes, onions, beans, pickles of 
several kinds. Variations In the bill of fare depended upon the 
Ingenuity of the cooks, and that they were successful was evident 
from the ease with which the company cleared the table at every 
meal. 

The fifth evening was passed in reporting signs of deer, and 
making out the programme of the next day’s bunt, us we smoked 
our pipes around the fire. At an early hour all turned Into their 
bunks to enjov that sound repose that exercise and pure air will 
bring to any man who lives in the woods and sleeps on hemlock 
boughs covered with plenty of blankets. Quite as good a bed as 
a woven wire mattress. 

Our slumbers were not disturbed by anything worse than see¬ 
ing mighty bucks and being unable to bring them down. 

At four the next morning we arose, and reconciled ourselves 
to that unusual exertion by recalling Josh Billings' eulogy of the 
farmer, “A farmer Is the nobless work ov God; he rises at 2 
o'clock In the morning, and burns out half a pound ov wood and 
two kords ov kandels and waits pasbuntly for da brake.” 

While the stars were still visible we were each still at our res¬ 
pective stations, except the driver, who has to use his own 
judgment as to the territory he works over, his business being 
to take out the dogs, find fresh tracks, and start the deer for 
those who are patiently watching the runways. 

We were not too early, for the earlier In the day the deer are 
started, the less inclined are they for running, the sooner will 
they take to water, and consequently the better will be the meat 
and the less the laboi for our dogs. 

The crisp frosty air of the early morning made my ears tingle 
as I strode rapidly up the river to my runway. So my first care 
was to Btart a small bark Are, and then, taking a position from 
which I could scan the river In view above me, I stood perfectly 
quiet “ watching and waiting." 

As the deer coming down tbo river are very watchful, absolute 
quietude on the part of the hunter will give him a shot when the 
least motion la seen by tbo swimming deer and will cause It to 
break for sbore and leap out of sight In an Instant, leaving the 
Incautious hunter to curse bis stupid Ignorance or carelessness. 
I assume an easy attitude, gun In band, there to remain until I 
get a shot or'am called In by the returned driver. 

But hark I Wbat'athat! Are my ears so strained by listening 
for the voices of the dogs that I mistake the ripple of the river 
for the baying of a bound 1 No Indeed t That Is “ Old Jack's " 
voice. He has got a deer started and seems to be putting him 
for water lively. Now by the sound he Is going for Cranberry 
lake, now for the Rapids "Ah, poor fellow, don't go there; you 
are surely Lace's meat If you do." But no, he takes a swing to 
the northeast and evidently means to throw off the dog In the 
big swamp or In the creek. Well, they are out of my bearing 
now, and my blood that has been jumping wildly with the ex¬ 
citement of hearing the race, cools off a little. 
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Suddenly I see something In the water coming around the bend 
In the river above me. At the sight every nerve Is as Iron. I cock 
my gun and slowly, slowly raise it to my shoulder, so slowly that 
It seems five minutes before 1 have It In position. My eyes are 
riveted on the approaching game. It Is a doe. How gracefully 
she swims, coming so swiftly with the current that the seems 
flying rather than swimming. Head, neck and top of back only 
out of water she comes, turning her head from side to side every 
second, covering every Inch of the banks In front of her, keenly 
on the lookout for any suspicious move. She has thrown the dog 
and made a break for the river, leaving him a mile or two be¬ 
hind, working up the track, and she thinks herself safely wa¬ 
tered. 

For an Instant my sense of the beautiful combats strongly with 
my Instinct as a sportsmau, but only for an Instant. 8be Is nearly 
abreast of me and her speed unchecked will soon be past. Now 
Is the time! There, just behind the shoulder and just at the 
edge of the water, pull! Oh! my boy, you’ve missed her! The 
ball strikes just over, cutting the hair a trifle. You are in too 
much of a hurry with your first shot. Give her the other barrel 
before she 1 b out of Bight round the bend below you. That Is 
better. 8be goes down all under but comes up and keeps on, but 
she is badly hit. She goes slowly, so I load up and follow down 
the bank watching her. She can't go far, for the dam will stop 
her. There! she tries to raise the other bank, but falls back; 
6be Is crippled and cannot get away. I find her lying on the 
sloping bank on the same side of the river I am on. She is a 
line young doe, a fat yearling. 

Returning to my runway I hear a shot from the rapids below 
from Lace’s rifle, and I know it does not speak for nothing, so I 
say “good luck for one day.” 

Other shots are heard in different directions, but I do not 
know the reports, and safely conclude that other hunters are out 
on the war-path. 

Nothing more worthy of record this day, save that wheu Ed 
calls us In by a concerted signal, Lace brings In the heart and 
caul of a very line buck, that he says Is fat and will weigh two 
hundred and twenty-five pounds. Two deer for the first day’s 
work was not bad luck. Our best record for any one day was 
three. Some days'we kill nothing; the creatures seem perverse, 
run away off cast and water in some one of the many lakes 
miles from us. Sometimes they water on the river at points we 
cannot cover while guarding nearer runways, but by carefully 
watching how they run we manage to bead them off when driving 
that same territory again. 

We drove on the east side of the river one day, using half the 
dogs, and the west side the next day using the dogs who were idle 
the day before. So we had comparatively new territory and fresh 
dogB every day. Some days we gave all the dogs a holiday and 
drove swamps, by placing men out arouud one end of them and 
having others drive through the swamp to them. In this way wc 
often got good shotB, and a good shot meaus our meat in almost 
all cases. 

One day a fine doc was In this way driven to the “ old man." 
She came on the jump, full tilt, going by him about eighteen 
rods off, and he gave her the contents of one barrel. She 
whirled and ran the other way, when, fearing he had missed her, 
he sent the other barrel, and when she was dressed there were two 
ball holes transversely through her heart. Pretty good for the 
“old man," but be did unt regard It as any great achievement; 
he simply remarked: “ Well, boys, I didn’t see how I could have 
missed her, for the sight pleased me." 

We wished for snow, as wc all wanted to do some still hunting, 
but we . did not get a good tracking snow during our stay, and 
that we prolonged until there were only live days left during 
which deer could be lawfully killed iu the state. 

We caught a few mink and 'coon In traps, and lost ooe trap by 
a sneaking wolf who broke the chain and made off with it. If 
we had had a good tracking snow Mr. Wolf would have been 
made to pay dearly for his greediness In stealing a mink bait, and 
bis Impudence In carrying off the trap. 

There were camps of hunters all around us, two up the river 
and one on each side of It about two miles off, aud several others 
down It. 

We had occasional calls from other hunters. They came gen¬ 
erally in search of stray dogs, and we sometimes had the pleas¬ 
ure of returning dogs to their owners. While every camp around 
us seemed to be unlucky with losing dogs, we had ours ull safely 
kenneled every night. 

Just here let me have space to say a few words about the kill¬ 
ing of hunters’ dogs by settlers. 

It seems to be a general feeling among the settlers In north¬ 
ern Michigan, that no one has the right to hunt deer with dogs, 
and some of them whose grade of creation is Infiolteh lower 
than that of any well-behaved dog, take It upon themselves to 
shoot or poison all hunters’ dogs that they can. I think it safe 
to say that half of the dogs that go Into the woods every Fail 
never come out with their masters, and a large percentage of the 
lost have been killed by settlers. 

Of course the losers cannot obtain redress, for it would be Im¬ 
possible to ferret out the murderers to an absolute certainty, so 
they are compelled to put up with It. I think the sportsmen of 
the state Bhould discuss this matter at some of their conventions 
and take decisive action toward having a clause added to the 
game law protecting the dog as well as the game that it is nat¬ 
ural for him to hunt. 

There will bo a very strong effort made this Winter to amend 
our game law so as to prevent the running of deer by dogs. The 
advocates of this amendment claim that the game Is being an¬ 
nihilated and being driven out of the country by the use of dogs. 

Now, Mr. Editor you are probably a hunter, and many of your 
readers surely are, so I ask you: “ How in the name of common 
sense are the deer going to be driven out of this northern coun¬ 
try I Will they swim the straits of Mackinaw, or will they pass 
out through the settlements Into Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois!” 
Certainly that proposition is too absurd for consideration. 

As to annihilation, any deer hunter knows that running deer 
with dogs is the only true and sportsmanlike way of hunting 
them; all other methods nre like taking chickens off their roost 
at olght or spearing fish. A good still hunter (mind I say good) 
Is just as sure to kill the deer he takes after (under favorable 
conditions for still hunting) ns Pompey Is to have chicken pot- 
pie If there are any ben-roosts In his neighborhood. I have 
known a good still hunter to kill alone In one day eleven deer. 
The still hunter knows the habits of bis game, can tell by the 
track when to look for It lying down, and In a majority of cases 
shoots it In Its bed, giving no possible chance of escape. 

The dogs give the deer warning of danger and they have some 
chance, for any hunter knows that a party of the ordinary num¬ 
ber are doing well If they kill one deer In live that their dogs 
start and drive. Of course twenty men could so guard an entire 
section of land, that a deer could hardly escape, but generally 
hunting parties do not conUlu so many members as the Battle 
Creek party who raised the Ire of “ Red Deer." 

An old doe with two fawns to care for will give the best hound 
In the world a puzzling chase, and In nine cases out of ten, after 
she has put her fawns to water, she will fool the dog.

Schneider Still Holds On. 


Des Moines, Iowa. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field:— When I gave my Ideas on shooting 
at crossing birds It was with a view of imparting such knowledge 
of the subject as I have gained by considerable experience—both 
In the fleld and at the trap—to the young sportsmen, aud to 
those who prefer practical to theoretical teachings. I did not 
write for the beneflt of those sportsmen who learned the art at 
school, and who can with a pair of compasses, a rule, and pencil, 
kill their bird every time—on paper—I can go to the nearest 
college, and the professor of sciences may show me on the black¬ 
board by the Indisputable rules of mathematics that It Is Impossi¬ 
ble to hit a crossing object by holding on It. Yet, If I take my 
gun and step Into the college yard, and holding on a crossing 
pigeon bring It down, I cannot but think the dead bird Is as con¬ 
vincing a proof as are his lines and flgurcs, and I am not going 
back to the blackboard to show him his mistake, but I am willing 
he shall get bis gun and practically demonstrate mine If he can. 
As far as the discussion of tbe sclenttflc points of the question goes 
I think the gallant Nanlt has held his own against them all, and 
that, too, with much more courtesy than has been displayed by 
some on the opposite side of the question. Draco pays me an 
undeserved compliment when he claims me as the best shot In 
the State of Iowa, but I can assure him that what little local reputa¬ 
tion I may possess In this lloe Is owing largely to the persistent 
application of the rule, given me at a very early age by an Eng¬ 
lish game keeper, to always and under all circumstances hold on. 
This man has probably killed more game than any man In 
America. This Is saying a great deal, but he was a noted shot 
when wing-shooting In America was In Its Infancy, and he has 
made shooting tbe chief pursuit of his llff. And even now when 
he Is nearing bis sixtieth year, It Is believed by those who have 
been out with him, that In the fleld he has no superior. 

Hoes this count for nothing! or most his example, together 
with that of Mr. VanDyke's old hunter “who had killed his Ihou- 
•mde of deer by holding on,” be disregarded, and holding on 
•till be held a fallacy! 

Whenever I can see one of tbe hold ahead advocates stop a 
crossing dock In better shape than I have seen J. It. T. do It 
hy holding on, and keep It up for a (Ujr’a shoot, then I will be- 
Wn to believe there Is something In It. 

There Is one singularity In the articles of the majority of the 


opposition, from Mr. Van Dyke down; they each claim to be 
only fair, or indifferent, shots, and yet they presume to teach 
others bow to become cracks, which Is something like Bob In- 
gersoll's comparison of preachers and guide-boards, “They 
point tbe way to HeaveD, but never go there themselves; ” but 
If you should venture to hint that tbelr pet theory bad aoylblDg 
to do with It, they would Indignantly deuy It, for they are shoot¬ 
ing by rule, you know, and Agures won't lie.* “Ob, Faith I fanatic 
faith, once wedded fast, unto Its Idol clings to the last." 

J. McWhorter, who holds ahead, says: " How often do we 
hear when at tbe trap, and a quartering bird la missed, of one 
flying directly overhead,” ” shot behind.” Exactly, and this 
goes to show that the miss was not caused by holding on, but 
because tbe shooter did not get on, and he knew it; and right 
here let me say that a good trap shot, when he misses, knows 
exactly the why and wherefore of the miss and where he held to 
an Inch. Mr. Loug, In a long article accompanied by a diagram, 
tries to show that a duck cannot be killed at sixty yards by 
bolding on; perhaps not, and I can give several additional rea¬ 
sons for not killing a duck at that distance. 

“Will o' the Wisp," prating about his education and common 
sense—he says nothing about common courtesy — says that 
“moving the gun at double tbe rate of the bird’s flight Imparts 
a lateral motion of three feet to the shot.” At forty yards, 
consequently, If the gun was moved four times faster than tbe 
bird, you could kill It by holding on, and six times faster would 
compel you to hold thru feel behind. Such Is tbe philosophy of 
this learned wonder, and my neglected education will not permit 
me to deny It. 

Several Instances are cited by correspondents, where the gun 
was held on the leading duck, and the one following was killed; 
and per contra, I can recall several occasions when the result was 
exactly the reverse; once when sealed In a boat, a line of geese 
came directly over me, going down wind, and pretty well up: 
not caring to kljl the tough old patriarch In front, I held on the 
third, and was surprised to see the leader, together with number 
two come down, while the third escaped “ scot free”. This was 
produced of course by those scattering pellets, which are cred¬ 
ited with all the cross kills of those who hold on. 

A short time after Mr. Van Dyke's artlole appeared, I took a 
day among the ducks, resolved to test bis theory fully. Accom¬ 
panied by a companion who did all tbe rowlog, I sat In the bow 
of tbe boat, and did tbe shooting. We went fifteen miles down 
the river and found the docks tolerably plenty. At nearly every 
bend a flock of ducks—mostly blue bills—would get up and come 
past us, flying up tbe river, thus giving me nothing but cross and 
overhead shots; the result of the days shoot was, eighty rounds 
fired, and thirteen ducks, not one of which fell when I held 
ahead; this of course completely satisfied me, and since then I 
have been content to follow In the old fashioned way of my 
grandfather, and always hold on. 

I have not much faltb In the lateral motion of the shot theory, 
fori have killed birds at close range, by raising directly on them, 
not giving the gun any side motion at all. My theory Is, that up 
to a certain distance, say thirty yards, the shot moves with such 
Inconceivable rapidity, that time Is annihilated; beyond that dis¬ 
tance the resistance of tbe atmosphere begins to affect the move¬ 
ment of the shot, and Its velocity is decreased In a tremendous 
ratio. Some will say that this Is nonsense, that time Is certainly 
occupied while the sb it traverses tbiB distance, to which I would 
remark that tbe electric telegraph also requires time to perform 
Its work, but you wouldn't have time to make your will between 
touching the key at Des Moines and the response of the sounder 
In Chicago. A top that Is “ asleep ” requires time to make a 
single revolution, but can any of those writers to the Cuicaoo 
Field who are so good at figures, give us the exact decimal that 
expresses that length of- time. 

The trap Is a good place to make observat'ons on I his 
point. Now, let anyone stand beside the shooter, and he 
will see that the fall of the bird and the discharge of 
the gun is simultaneous, nor eau he possibly imagine any 
lapse of time; while on the other band the bird cannot move 
an Inch without his being sensible of It, and realizing that time 
Is lost by its every movement. Of course this theory will be com¬ 
batted, but it looks very reasonable to me, and I shall hold to It 
until I see It disproved. In the meantime I wait the coming of 
the figures and diagrams for that purpose. Schneider.

A 8evehe Test.—B an Antonio. Texas .—Editor Chicago Field: 
—After reading Mr. Dlttmar's letter to you I made up my mind 


to test my Baker gun, to see If a charge of 8 drms of powder 
did any barm. I loaded shells with 8 drms. of Hazard’s No. 2 
ducking, then put them In gun and loaded shot 2 oz. from tbe 
muzzle. I pasted thin paper over tbe breech and shot tbe gun. 
The paper remained whole four successive times. My gun Is a 
better quality than Mr. Dlttmar’s, being Damascus barrels, 10 
gauge 9.% pounds weight, extension rib. I then tested my 12 
gauge 7J pound Nichols & Lefever, flnest quality of barrels made 
—all compensators —% gun I can swear by. 4 drms., 1[ oz. shot, 
paper whole. Then 5 drms., 1[ oz. shot, paper torn to pieces. 
The gun not damaged In any way, but 5 drms. a little too much 
for It. Mr. Dlttmar could not have found a stronger gun, and I 
pronounce It no test of his powder, but a good test of the gun. 
Let him try 8 drms. of any powder lu olher cheap guns costing 
(45 and (50, and from experience one charge would settle them, 
or put back all tbe carbon Into decarbonized barrels. But, sports¬ 
men, hold your gun tight with 8 drms.; it kicks. Almo.

SI name of ckytrinda was "hot cockles,” as Strutt con tended 
or “frog In the middle,” as Arbulhnot held It to hj, to Of IlUto 
importance, though the twoacholars very nearly came to blows In 
discussing the question. It Is sufficient for us to know that these 
familiar plmvs of modern English boys had at least an analogue 
among the ancient Greeks. We have it on no less authority than 
Z" of the father of history that ball-playing was practiced by the 
Lydians before bis time. In Homer we see the ITlncess of Corcyra 
and her handmaidens beguiling their idle moments with thla 
sport Indeed, there are few of our popular games and sports 
Jhich have not their more or less exact counterparts in classic 
antiquity; of many of them traces are said to have Iwen found 
even among the relics aud monuments of prehistoric man In the 
cave-dwellings of France, the lake-dwelling, of Switzerland, and 
the mounds of our Western 8tates. . 

Our holidays, too, have their counterpart# In the ancient time 
The observance of New Year’s day and many of the usages con¬ 
nected with Hare remlniscencee of the Saturnalia of the Romans, 
which occurred at about the same period of the year. The license 
of AN-Fool’e-day is also asurvival of the extravagance permitted 
durinir the Saturnalia, when all social distinctions were for the 
moment In abeyance. The obeervauce of May-day, the Roman 
W*a, or festival of Flora, is another link connecting our mod¬ 
ern civilization with that of ancient Rome. And It is worthy of 
note how Intimately associated with religion were all those festi¬ 
vals of antiquity. Christianity preserved this association of pop¬ 
ular amusement with religious obeervauce, simply subatitut ng 
for the cods aud heroeB of Greek and Roman mythology the 
hardly less mythical worthies who figured lu its own early history. 
Too often these semi-religious festivals degenerated Into occasions 
of debauchery and licentiousness,* but for all that we must recog- 
dze tee wWom of the ancients in seeking to dignify with relig¬ 
ious associations the sports and paatimea of the lower orders of 

^rom Rome we derived the original of our civic jurisprudence 
go too, the religious institutions of Rome have had a potent in 
fluenceln determining the historic development of C irlstianlty. 
But Greece was the birthplace not only of the fine arts, but 
also of systematized physical culture. Athletic exercises were 
always held In the highest honor In Greece; the different games, 
as the Isthmian, the Olympic, etc , were events of the highest 
national Importance, aa la evidenced by the custom of reckoning 
time by Olympiads, that Is, the Intervals of four years oetween 
the regular celebrations of the Olympic games. It Is as though 
we were to reckon time according to the occurrence of our Inter¬ 
national Industrial exhibitions. . .. , ... 

What a contrast to all this Is presented by Egypt, that land of 
bricks without straw, over which the rook-hewed Sphinx, staring 
eternity out of countenance, keeps watch and ward aa she scorn¬ 
fully looks down upon human desire and pitilessly mocks at the 
vanity of human wishes! Baptized In the blood and bathed In 
the sweat of slavery, she Is a monument of unrecompensed labor, 
and with her ponderous weight has effaced all semblance of Joy 
from the land over which she broods. Whatever the cause may 
have been, whether Ihe piopinqulty of the bleak and silent 
deserts, or some baneful strain of melancholia in the race, or some 
unexplained climatic Influence, it bo happens that Egypt has ever 
been a land enebrouded In gloom, knowing nothing of the joy of 

" f The Olympic games, first instituted in honor of a local deity, 
In the course of time drew to themselves competitors eager to 
enter the lists from all the surrounding states of Hellenic origin. 
That three of the most, illustrious champions In these games ha<l 
alters erected to their n.emdry in the Olympian Plain, and that 
worship was paid to them as to gods, Is evidence of the high 
estimation In which athletic prowess was held among the 
Greeks. Athens showed her approval In the more practical shape 
of an award of five hundred drachmas to her successful athletes, 
while Sparta rewarded her Olymplonlkal by assigning them to 
the post of danger and of honor in battle. They were her Legion 

0, No man was permitted to contend for the prize In the Olympian 
game unless be was of pure Hellenic blood, a freeman, and of 
good report. Athletes flocked to enter the lists from the distant 
colonies in Asia, northern Africa and the west. Onr 3>°dern 
contests of marksmanship may serve to give ns Mne Idea of the 
emotione excited on the quadrennial recurrence of the Olympic 
festival. The arte, too—architecture, sculpture and painting- 
contributed toward making the scene of these games in every way 
worthy of Its world-wide renown. Of the many temples erected 
In the sacred grove of Altis was one designed by the architect 
Ltbon; It was a fitting shrine for Phidias’ masterplece-tbe seated 
statue of Zens Olymplus wrought In Ivory Inlaid with gold. This 
temple, ornamented with the finest sculptures and paintings of 
that day or any day, and rich In votive offerings from states and 
Individuals, must eventually have become a veritable museum of 
Grecian art. 


gs With the decline of Greece consequent on her subjugation by 
tee Romans, came the downfall of her national games. Her 
noble statues, her venerable temples, her Ivory gods, 
standing for a time, aa though lu mockery of her fallen atete. 

Her priceless treasure, of art were carried m trophies to Rome, 
and henceforth Greece was only a memory. Grecian Ideas, how¬ 
ever, were immortal, and quickly leavened the 
Grecian philosophy, Grecian sculpture and painting, GreUau 
poetry, found sincere admirers aud imitators among their less 
gifted eonquerers; aud to this day the Influence of that wonderful 
Hellenic civilization Is felt throughout the world. 

Transplanted to Rome thi fine artsfouud no congenial soil, and 
the same Is to be said of the gymnastic art of the Greeks. The 
Inborn lust of magnificence peculiar to the Romans, thotr love of 
barbaric display, no doubt led to greater splendor of decoration 
lu their amphitheatres or gymnasia; hut the gymnastic exer 
rises of the Greeks were never fairly naturalized among them. A 
bull fight, a*death-struggle between a man and a wild beast, a 
bloody eucounter Iwtween gladiators—such were the scenes which 
delighted the Romans; slaves, condemned malefactors, the off 
scouring, of the population, were the combatants In the Roman 
arena. The successful combatant was never honored, nor Indeed 
deserved to be honored, as was the winner In the Olympian 
games. Instead of being a meaua of developing physical grace 
and strength, these contests In the amphitheatres “Ted only to 
brutalize the Roman people. 80 far Indeed were Ihes e exhibitio n, 
from diffusing among the people a love of gymnastic exercises, or 
developing manliness and self-reliance, that they In fact becains 
In time one of the principal Instruments of their 
WheD, by largess of their emperors, they had prov'ded for them 
" paoem etetreenses”—food aud shows—they cared for nothing 
else, and suffered their moet precious liberties to be taken away. 

The amphitheatre ministered to thedebaelng passions of the multi- 
tude amllnsteadof beiog an agentof civilization, as It undoubtedly 
wM^'lnGreece, became a nZn. of still further developing tee 
natural ferocity of the Roman character. Nor was it the Ignorant 
populace alone that enjoyed the wholesale slaughter of the arena, 
tee highest order of society, the magistracy, the senators, the 
patricians, the men and women of the fashionable world, thronged 
Its benches and stalls, sn.l by their presence and their plaudit* 
encouraged the butchery. The limits of this article will not per¬ 
mit us to give a detailed account of these Roman games, nor 
Indeed would such account In any wise serve to add force to our 
olea for sports. From the outset these games had been conduct¬ 
ed on erroneous principles, and in their time of decay they con- 
trihuted In no mean degree toward the disruption of the Roman 

E 0 P n thelnvaalon of Italy by the barbarians, the amphitheatres 
of Rome suffer.nl a fate analagous to that which had befallen 
those of Greece under Roman domination. The Romans adopted 
os their own the national games and sports of the Greclau states, 
and carried away to their homes whatever was portable in the 
shape of works of art. The barbarians, to repay a long score of 
wrong suffered at the hands of the Romans, wreaked their venge¬ 
ance on the amphitheatres, but tee games and sports, being con¬ 
genial to their rude and martial natures, they preserved. From 
the Romtus, whoee empire they swept like a destructive tidal 
wave, tee barbarians received their first lessons in art, science and 
uolltv ; but surely these were not their earliest acquisitions. They 
would be more apt to adopt first those usages and customs which 
tbev could most readily understand and appreciate. And, If the 
barbarians, from a natural Inclination in the first place, adopted 
the sports and games of tee empire they had overrun, they would 
retain them and Introduce them into every province which yielded 

to their victorious arms. .... . 

Undoubtedly the love of sport is innate In the human breast, 
like the love of glory, supremacy, ostentation, and other pas¬ 
sions ; but these passions are capable, on the one hand, of being 

nurtured, and, on the other hand of being checked or suppressed 

hv the action of Individuals or nations. Did not the French 
Revolution—great and beneficial aa were Its results encourage, 
daring Its continuance, the love of license, and was not that dls- 
orderly passion transformed by tee overmastering Individualism 
of Napoleon Bonaparte into tee love of glory I Again, the 
Turks it they have not eradicated from their race the love oi 
alcohol—a propensity so deeply seated In the human heart—have 
at least checked its general indulgence within their realms. 

Whithersoever Roman domination extended, at least wherever 
throughout the vast empire they established rolonitr or munieipia, 
there also we find the ruins of their ampltheatres, which are 
even more conspicuous than are tee traces of their admirable 
roads. These provincial ampltheatres were simply copies, some , 
of them on a grand scale, as that at Nlrnes, for instance, of the | 
great ampltheatre In Rome. Hence, wherever the barbarians 
settled they had almost Invariably thrust upon their notice the 
Roman games, as at Verona, P.iteoll (Pozzuoll), l ola, Arelate 
(Arles), Auguatorltum (Limoges), and other places too numerous 

to mention. . .. M 

Even before the barbarians came us conquerors, their ancestors 
had had experience of these ssrae amphitheatres by having often 
“served to grace a pomp or deck a Roman holiday; consequently 
our rough sports, such as bear-baiting, cock-fighting, prize-fight¬ 
ing, tilting, and the like, as well as the now obsolete Joust and 
tournament and other knightly amusements, believed by some 
to be the product of the middle ages, are In reality only barbaric 
modifications of the sports of the Roman amphitheatre, while 
these Roman games were themselves only a very rude copy of 
Greek originals. The middle ages—the outgrowth of the barba¬ 
rian Invasion of the Roman Empire—simply transmitted these 
games In a modified form ; they did not originate them. The 
Inaiilsh bull-fight is an Instance of the adoption and modification 
by the barbarians of a Roman game, and here we can distinctly 
trace the Roman origin in spite of the purely Gothic mint «t sesas. 
But Latin sports arc not restricted to tee peoples commonly but 
erroneously designated as of Latin blood. Beyond a doubt a 
clearer pedigree could be establlshdd for most of our present 
pastimes, and they could be traced back to the Norman Invasion 
of Britain with far more certainty than could many a patrician 
family In England, whose buast Is that their founders came oyer 
with William the Conqueror. This was an Indirect acquisition 
of Roman games, but, for all that, It goes to confirm what has 
already been said, namely, that our modern games are most y 
derived from the ancients. Probably, too, tee games brought In 
by tee Normans gave a new Impulse to many which may have 
remained after Britain had ceased to be a Roman province. 

And the same reasons which made the Roman games so ac 
ceptablc to our barbarian ancestors availed to commend to their 
Imaginations Roman art, Oreclan art was too refined, too Ideal, 
to make strong Impression upon the barbarian mind, Ho™* 0 * rt 
was not altogether beyond tbelr comprehension, and ao It became 
a potent agency In the work of clvlllaatlon. The masterpiece, of 
the old Italian sculptors and painters, headed by Michael Angelo, 
prove that they, too, copied more the trained Roman pugilist or 
gladiator than tee symmetrical Greek athlete; for, In plllug great 
masses of muscle ou every available square Inch of their subjects 
frames, they show teat they were Impressed by jmwer rather than 
by beauty; and herein they offer a striking contrast to the masters 

Again, onr political Institutions and our discriminations of so¬ 
cial rank retain many plain evidences of the barbarism of tee 


middle ages, and possess too little of the graceful simplicity of 
Greece. The very names by which modem Europeans designate 
the different orders of the social hierarchy Indicate their Romau 
origin; for lu tee titles of prhuxt, duka, count*, and tee like, the 
roots of the words are unmistakably Latin, and argue much for 
the birth of the system. The form of despotism known ss Cmar- 
fern needs no comment; while lu literature, fiction, under Its 
earlier name of romance, plainly Indicates Its Roman source. In 
our punishments, too, until eery recently, a Roman severity was 
most conspicuous. Notice even to-day the unspeakable horrors 
of capital execution, and compare It with the account of Socrates 
calmly drinking the hemlock, and peacefully gliding Into the 
great unknown. But since tee vast political and social convulsion 
of the last century, the rights of man have superseded the rights 
of kings, and In the larger hnmanltarianlsm of tee day our rough 
and cruel customs are being cast aside, or at least toned down. 

This Influence, we think, has been especlaly felt In onr amuse 
meats, and It will continue to extend. The French Revolution 
taught us to look back to antiquity, and we have so far Improved 
by the lesson that we are no longer satisfied to look only to Rome 
for Inspiration. 

With tee growth of a purer civilization we are becoming more 
Grecian in our Ideas and sentiments. Our every-day life, while 
It grows more complicated In Its relations, is assuming more and 
more of Grecian simplicity In outward forms, as In government, 
style of dress, and modes of living. We are becoming more aus- 
tore Puritanical In externals, bat more catholic In the complex¬ 
ity of our mutual relations. We have Ingrafted on classic times 
the steam engine, the telegraph, and the telephone, whose result 
is tbs progress of the nineteenth century. All our Inventions 
have for their end economy of time—rapid transmission, whether 
of speech or of body, of matter or of mind. Dispatch, not exquis¬ 
ite artistic finish, Is the demand of the hour; and In this respect, 
perhaps, do we differ most essentially from all preceding ages. 

But nevertheless onr power of execution, Incressed though It Is s 
thousand fold by onr Innumerable mechanical contrivances, Is 
laggard compared with onr eagerness to overmaster space and 
time We demand of the engineer that he transport us from 
nlsce to place with the lnstautaneousness of magic. The sensor 
nerves of the telegraph must connect us with every remote point 
on tha habitable globe, and we must be hourly informed of every 
trifling occurrence that takes place all over the earth. But, in 
the bustle and excitement of our multitudinous concernments, 
little time Is left for recreation or relaxation of any kind, though 
tee necessity for relaxation Is greater the more engrossing ouroc- 

CU How "are'the'demands of our physical and mental constitution 
to be reconciled with the exactions of modern life! Here the 
Inventor again presents himself wllh his time-saving devices. 

The preservation of health and the rapid acquisition of physical 
vigor are made the subject of scientific experiment, and the In¬ 
dian clubs, health-lifts, and patent rowing apparatus have been 
Introduced, which, If their contrivers are to be believed,will, by a 
few minutes of dally practice, do more to develop muscle and 
give healthy tone to all the bodily organs than would as many 
hours devoted to less scientific forms of exercise. 

Bat these modern patent appliances for concentrating the great¬ 
est possible amount of physical exercise In the fewest possible 
moments of time are open to very serious objections Indeed. 
First, they are extremely monotonous—they are of tee treadmill 
order Even If they were beneficial In their results upon the de¬ 
velopment of the muscles, the dally use of them must bo as dis¬ 
tasteful as a dally dose of Epsom salts or castor oil. But the 
same objection lleB against “ condensed exercise which lies 
against articles of food. Neither Is quite wholesome. When the 
article cannot be had In the natural state, the concentrated prep 
.rations may serve as a substitute for a time, but continued use 
of them will infallibly derange tee system. So, If a man can not 
have the natural forms of physical exercise-a brisk walk, a ride 

on horseback, an hour's rowing on the water-tbe Indian clubs 

or the ‘‘pocket gymnasium” will be better for him than nothing; 
that is all teat can be said In their favor. Another objection 
which has been urged, and we think very justly, against certain 
’’patent” modes of exercise la, that by crowding the maximum 
of exertion Into the minimum of time they subject the organs of 
the bodv—the heart and tee various blood vessels particularly— 
to undue strain, and hence are highly dangerous. These meth¬ 
ods of exercise may be shown to be fallacious by the reduclioml 
abturdum, tor If they are correct in principle, then, by employing 
a chair as a hobby, and by leaping over tables, we could derive 
all the healthful and pleasurable excitement to be had In cross-

English Prospect* for 1879. 

The majority of Held eportemen fully expected 
that the lute eevere loug Winter, accompanied, u 
iTbaa been, with heavy enow etorme, would have 
caused sad bavoc among winged game. We are, 
however, In a poeitlon to atate, from numeroua 
Inqulrlea and Information received from large 
»»me preservers and game keepers In England 
and Scotland, that eo far as their obeervatlon 
eooa, they have every reason to believe that 
erouae and partridges have withstood the severe 
Winter much better tbau was generally antlcl-' 
oated. Consequently there Is an unusually 
large number of old birds left, and the followers 
0 ( good bold upBtandlng pointers or beautiful 
crouching setters on the moors or across stubble 
ami turnips, during the forthcoming season, have 
every prospect of meeting with excellent sport, 
should not very wet weather set in from the pres¬ 
ent time. Last season, It will be remembered, 
Sfiortsmen, after the first month of shooting, had 
a very unfavorable time In consequence of a 
continuation of heavy rains, which caused them 
to relinquish their guns long before tbe expiration 
of tbe specified time for so doing both on the 
moors and partridge grounds. As a consequence 
an unusual quantity of all kinds of game has 
been left unmolested, In fact, many grouse moors 
In Kugland, Ireland, and Scotland bad but few 
birds killed on them, and upon most partridge 
grounds, owing to tbe Insufficiency of cover,birds 
liecame so wild after September that they were 
unapproachable. Consequently there la a multi¬ 
plicity of these plump little birds left as found¬ 
ers of a future race, and though grouse on many 
of the high moors, through tbe heavy fall of 
snow, made their wsy to low lying grounds for 
food, they have, since the weather has become 
more genial, returned to their former quarters 
on tbe high gioundt. Pheasants, Inconsequence 
of the coverte having been very wet last October 
and November, the two principal months of 
thooting through them, were not troubled mucb, 
In fact some of tbe beet coverte were not shot 
through more than once, therefore there arc 
plenty of lODg-talls In moat of the principal pre¬ 
served coverts. The last month was particularly 
unfavorable for tbe important duties assumed by 
thefesthered tribe In connection with their prepa¬ 
rations for rearing progeny,but since the favorable 
change In tbe weather grouse, partridges, and 
pheasants bare commenced laying, therefore, 
providing we have some fine, dry, warm weather 
at snd after the time at which these valuable 
game birds hatch, there Is certalD to be a large 
show of them. There Is overy probability of an 
abundance of food for the young birds, as the 
season, even at tbe present time, promisee to be 
more than ordinarily prolific in the generation of 
Insects, If we may believe the statements of ag¬ 
riculturists aud others who note such matters as a 
study. Hares have been less fortunate than 
vlnged game, in consequence of heavy snow¬ 
storms and floods of cold rains, which caused 
numbers to die from rot on marshy and cold,wet 
lying grounds. Again, In consequence of con¬ 
tinued feeding from washy grass, leverets have 
suffered to a considerable extent, quantities hav¬ 
ing been picked up dead. Generally we may 
presume, therefore, that If In the approaching 
season a deficiency may be found In fur, it will 
be amply balanced by a preponderance of feather. 
-Bell'i Lift. 


Animal Lifk in New Zealand. —William 
Stuart, the secretary of the Sportmen’s Club of 
San Francisco, Cal., has received a letter from 
a brother of bis In Wellington, New Zealand, 
containing some interesting particulars re¬ 
garding the game of that country and singular 
incidents of animal life there. He says: 

11 There are plenty of quails here, originally 
Imported along with other game birds. Larks 
are numerous, sparrows Increasing, while pheas¬ 
ants and deer are abundant In many parts of the 
colony. Kabblta are a perfect curse aud In¬ 
crease In numbers with astonishing rapidity. 
It baa become .quite a problem wbat shall be 
done with them, as they eat most of the grass 
that should sustain cattle and sheep. I trav¬ 
eled lately with the Hon. Mr. Fox (formerly 
Premier of the government), who told me that 
one run-owner lu the south estimates that he 
l« out of pocket £5,000 per annum, owing to 
these pests. Another run-owner In the Wala- 
™pa (Wellington Province), keeps two men 
solely for the purpose of shooting rabbits, of 
*hlch they each destroy about one hundred per 
diem, equal to 60,000 per annum, and yet there 
Is no perceptible difference In the number. 
Apropos of autuial life, Mr. Fox mentioned a 
curious Incursion on the runs of two brothers In 
Australis. These gentlemen lived hundreds of 
milts apart, and I understand the misfortunes 
here recounted occurred within a short time of 
“ch other. One brother had an incursion of 
myriads of kangaroos, which came close around 
his house, so that a man could not make for It 
without, actually jostling the brutes. One bad 
°*>ly to step out at the front door, blase away 
w them, and knock tbem over ad HBHum, or 
”en club them. The other had an Incursion of 
'‘Possums, fierce, ravenous and In a mighty mul- 
'“oc-i which swarmed round his house and ter- 
IB «1 his servants so that they all left It. The 
* n< l windows were constantly closed 
■gAlnst the brutes. At nlgbt, poisoned milk 
euld be placed outside, and In the morning 
udreda of dead opoaauma would fringe the 
j*'• Yet the horde remained for a period of 
”ly three months, and, as you may well aup- 
**’’ *cre very destructive.
